Traffic jammers are not particularly 
road hogs, for others can jam _ traffic, 
from careless, sleepy, drunken drivers to 
robbers, holdups and outlaws—the heav- 
ier the traffic the easier it is for them to 
escape the law. In ourarge cities the 
traffic jammer is often arrested and fined 
for carelessness, etc. 


The spiritual traffic jammer is not, so 
to speak, a goat to stand in the door of 
the church to butt in and butt out whom 
he chooses to lord it over because of his 
position, but in this highway of life from 
earth to heaven’s gate is the great pro- 
tecting hand of God. No unclean thing 
shall go in thereat and especially through 
into heaven. You may enter this new 
birth route in early life, middle life, or 
old age. Then the proper thing to do is 
to look unto Him and trust Him, walk 
in the light, keeping His commands. 
From the view in the natural it seems that 
the way becomes like the Church—some 
get in unaware, become worldly-minded, 
important folk, hypocrites, but these nev- 
er make the safe landing, are only hin- 
drances here. Note some of them as traf- 
fic jammers in the highway of holiness. 

As it takes born-again or spiritual peo- 
ple to make up the throng that travels 
onward and upward in the way of light 
and life, it is a fact that in this throng 
are many who get careless, become world- 
ly-headed, high-minded, and some give up 
the race entirely. In this number you 
will find some who will suppose or even 
pretend. In this lagging and hanging on 
crowd you will detect quite a bit of traf- 
fic jamming. Now what I mean by the 
expression “traffic jammer,” is those who 
hinder or molest you in your pathway of 
travel or your run of work by the care- 
less or don’t-care method and many times 
purposely, those who know better and 
can do better, who roll a stone in the 
pathway or a large boulder in the high- 
way; some scatter tacks and nails, and 
some have had their auto tires shot to 
foil their speed. Such tries your patience. 
You can have patience with those who 
move on even if the method be ever so 
slow, ox cart style compared to the light- 
ning express or fastest auto. 

Your progress in entering and even 
journeying throughout the way of life is 
deterred by the forces of the enemy, 
which is Satan, wherever found—in saint, 
or sinner, minister or laymember, profes- 
sor or possessor, perhaps through error in 
the well-meaning Christian at times. Sa- 
tan, always on the alert, takes advantage 
of every opportunity to jam your thor- 
oughfare. Sometimes you depend on 
others, do as they do, because you have 
great faith in them. You fail to read and 


pray for yourself. Just running after 
others will surely wind up in a jam be- 
cause the best fail sometime. You then 
are stalled, must wait until your way gets 
clear, by looking unto Him who is able 
to clear the way. While waiting you be- 
come a traffic jammer for someone else 
whom you were influencing. 

To keep from being a terrible hinderer 
one should, in the very beginning, dig 
deep and lay a foundation upon the rock 
by fully repenting to God, making things 
right in the line of restitution with others 
and keeping filled with the Word and 
Spirit of God. If every one would do this 
there would not be so many sucker-sprout 
Christians. Sucker sprouts spring up so 
suddenly, and grow fast, put on nice 
green foliage and outgrow the original 
tree and as long as they can draw life 
from the main trunk they will flourish. 
Even at this- they can’t stand heat or 
cold; they wilt and never bear fruit. 
This kind of folk can so easily jam the 
traffic, because so many want to follow 
the noise and especially if it can put on 
some nice showy leaves and, lo, when the 
main trunk fails to flourish and give the 
proper nourishment, it topples over and all 
that follow stop, some dead still, some 
wander round and round till death claims 
them or something severe knocks them 
out of the way of others. 

There are so many kinds of hindrances 
we just leave it up to you to study out 
some of them. Some have careless spells, 
sleepy or fainting spells, shouting and 
fussy spells. Oh, the important spells! “If 
is wasn’t for me we would hardly get 
along,—the singing, the Sunday School, 
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and the prayer meetings; in fact, I am 
the main one. I wish they would make me 
pastor, or district overseer, or even state 
overseer. I’d be boss. (If not a wolf in 
sheep clothing, you soon would be, toler- 
ating such a spirit.) I would give my spe- 
cial friends and kin a good job—those 
who can make a show with their new 
clothes, fine cars and stand in with the 
upper class, but the more important job 
is mine.” 

At this juncture many thousands be- 
come bewildered, standing in awe, won- 
dering what will happen next. Prayer has 
ceased, the Spirit has flown, the fellow- 
ship is broken, traffic jammed, no re- 
vivals, hungry souls dropping into hell 
every minute. In these awful times we 
need a clear track to be able to keep in 
touch with God. Our friends, neighbors 
and families must have our help or they 
will be lost and we will be responsible. 
You will never find where Abraham ever 
insinuated that he was so important, or 
a boss, or any other influential prophet or 
good man. I’m sure we have some men 
who would remind us of these good men, 
also some who perhaps would remind us 
of Saul, Dotrephes, Judas and perhaps 
others. We are servants, even the greatest, 
and much prayer is needed to keep us safe. 


In conclusion I must clear your minds 
concerning the expression “shouting 
spells.” This only refers to the ones who 
try to get through on their shouts. Our 
aim should be to live for others and let 
the shouts take care of themselves. Many 
may use all the steam to blow the whistle. 
When the shouts are over all is off. It is 
fine to enjoy our spiritual liberty but in 
this we need to be thoughtful, live true. 
Emerson said, ““What you are speaks so 
loud I cannot hear what you say.” Lord 
help us.

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The Message of the Three Angels 

‘And I saw another angel fly in the 
midst of heaven, having the everlasting 
gospel to preach unto them that dwell on 
the earth, and to every nation, and kin- 
dred, and tongue, and people, saying 
with a loud voice, Fear God, and give 
glory to him, for the hour of his judg- 
ment is come: and worship him that made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the 
fountains of waters. And there followed 
another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, 
is fallen, that great city, because she 
made all nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication. And the third 
angel followed them, saying with a loud 
voice, If any man worship the beast and 
his image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, the same shall 
drink of the wine of the wrath of God, 
which is poured out without mixture into 
the cup of his indignation; and he shall 
be tormented with fire and brimstone in 
the presence of the holy angels, and in 
the presence of the Lamb: and the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up for ever 
and ever: and they have no rest day nor 
night who worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever recieveth the mark 
of the name. Here is the patience of the 
saints: here are they that keep the com- 
mandments of God, and the faith of Je- 
sus. And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labours; and their works 
do follow them,” Rev. 14:6-13. 

In the tenth chapter of Revelation we 
have the narrative concerning the mighty 
angel who stood with one foot on the 
land and one on the sea, who gave John 
a book that he might be able to prophesy. 
The same angel appeared in chapter elev - 
en. He gave John a reed and told him to 
measure the temple. He also explained to 
John about the two witnesses that were to 
be the means of salvation to the 144,000 





Jews. The narrative is finished in the 
fourteenth chapter as we gave it to you 
last week. In this chapter we also have 
another angel. The preceding angel was 
an individual angel whom we have shown 
to be Jesus Christ. Why not this angel 
that follows in the narrative of recur- 
rences be an individual angel? Yes, this is 
just as much an individual angel as the 
other was. This angel has an everlasting 
gospel message for the people who yet re- 
main upon earth. The meaning of the 
word “gospel” is good news, so this an- 
gel has a message of good news for the 
people that are still alive. Of course this 
message is to the saints that stand true 
during the: last half of the tribulation 
week. The angel’s message is to strength- 
en and help them be overcomers. 

The Bible tells us that this angel will 
be in the midst of heaven. He will cry, 
in a loud voice, this message as he flies. 
His voice will be as a lion roaring. He ex- 
horts the people to fear God and give 
glory to God and worship Him. Because 
the hour of judgment is soon to come 
upon them this angel warns them to be 
true. The hour of judgment will so af- 
fect them that they will need strengthen- 
ing. They should rejoice, not because they 
are hearing the gospel message, but it is 
good news that the final blow is soon to 
take place and the afflicted saints are to 
enter into a peaceful reign of a thousand 
years with Christ. 

Another angel is to follow this angel, 
and he will say “Babylon is fallen, is fal- 
len, because she made all nations drink 
of the wine of the wrath of her for- 
nication.” This news will affect the whole 
earth, especially the saints who are being 
persecuted by this awful organization. 
Chapter eighteen gives the description 
which we will take up in order. 

The third angel proclaims with a loud 
voice, “If any man worship the beast and 
his image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, the same shall 
drink of the wine of the wrath of God, 
which is poured out without mixture in- 
to the cup of his indignation; and he will 
be tormented with fire and brimstone in 
the presence of the holy angels, and in 
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the presence of the Lamb: and the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up for ever 
and ever: and they have no rest day nor 
night who worship the beast and _his 
image, and whosoever receiveth the mark 
of his name.” It isn’t any wonder that 
the angel appears at this time to encour- 
age the people with the good news mes- 
sage. 

The voice from heaven speaks and says, 
“Write, Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labor, and their works do follow them.” 
This has special reference to the tribula- 
tion saints that are to be slain in many 
ways in the last half of the tribulation 
week, and they need encouragement at 
this time so that they will be able to 
stand unto death. The Bible says, “Be 
thou faithful unto death and I will give 
thee a crown of life.” This scripture is at 
the very beginning of the tribulation 
week and now they are exhorted again to 
be faithful unto death. 

Antichrist and his officers will be 
forcing the people to worship him and 
his image and also to receive his mark, 
but if they refuse they will have to die 
and this voice is to encourage them to 
die rather than to worship the beast. As 
John is told about the terrible suffering 
the saints will have to undergo during 
the reign of Antichrist he encourages 
them by telling them, Here is the patience 
of saints who keep the commandments of 
God and the faith of Jesus Christ. They 
will need a great deal of patience at this 
time because the'trials will be great. The 
word “saints” here refers to holy persons 
and they are to keep the laws that they 
have learned of repentance, sanctification, 
and the baptism of the Holy Ghost, so 
that they can be called a holy people. Je- 
sus tells them that He will pray the Fa- 
ther that He will give us another Com- 
forter. John 14:15, 16. So we infer from 
this that He was to send this Comforter 
back on His early followers and they 
were to receive what is known as the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost with the evi- 
dence of speaking in tongues. We are told 
that over twelve million people have re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and spoke in tongues. This makes us feel 
sure that the Lord is getting a people 
ready for His return. There will be many 
who think they. are ready that wiil not 
be ready and they will be left here during 
the tribulation week, and as we have 
said repeatedly, the first three years and 
a half will be that of deception by Anti- 
christ, but the last three years and a half 
the greatest suffering and persecution 
will take place, and the above is a de- 
scription of the encouragement given to 
the tribulation saints so that they will 
not fail. If they should turn to Anti- 
christ they would be tormented for ever

Broadcasting the Gospel in China 


The story is published in the Alliance 
Weekly of a Mr. K. S. Lee, a business 
man, who, at his own expense, is broad- 
casting the gospel in China. He has car- 
ried on this work since 1933. Each day 
from 7:30 to 8:30 a. m., 12:30 to 1:30 
p. m. and from 5:00 to 10:00 p. m. gos- 
pel programs go forth over KMHD, 
Shanghai. 

It has proven one of the best and 
quickest means of getting the message 
to the people. In many cases it has prob- 
ably been the only means by which some 
could have heard the gospel. The miracle 
of divine grace has been repeated in many 
lives; souls have been saved; suicides have 
been averted; and lives have been trans- 
formed and blessed. 

There are many advantages in this 
method of giving out the gospel. 

1. The Chinese are eighty per cent to 
ninety per cent illiterate, but they can 
understand the spoken Word well enough 
to believe and be saved. 

2. Many who would be afraid to be 
seen at a gospel meeting can hear and 
learn of the gospel at home over the ra- 
dio. 

3. The radio is the quickest and cheap- 
est means of getting the gospel to large 
sections of the country. 

4. The radio station tends to promote 
Christian unity. Many workers take part 
each week from various churches and 
missions. 

A girl of seventeen had heard the gos- 
pel, been saved, and desired to openly 
confess her faith and be baptized. Her 
father, who was wealthy and educated, 
refused her this liberty, telling her that 
if she went that way she would be put 
out of home. In a few days she left home 
that she might be free to serve the Lord. 
The father listened to the gospel over the 
radio, to see what it all meant. As a re- 
sult in three months he and all the fam- 
ily were saved and baptized in the name 
of the Lord and the expelled girl was 
taken back home. 

A British couple at the point of com- 
mitting suicide heard the gospel story, 
called up the minister, confided their 
troubles and were saved. 

Mr. Lee says, “Up to the end of 1937 
there were at least 1,500,000 receiving 
sets in China. The number is increasing. 
There are also very few programs on the 
air in China and the gospel would there- 
fore be listened to the more readily by 
those who have sets in their homes. 

If there were but the vision of the set- 


ting up of, say, a dozen stations in dif- 
ferent parts of China, what an opportun- 
ity it would give to many who otherwise 
may never hear the message of salvation. 


Some Considerations 
The curse of the world is sin. God’s 


great salvation scheme is instituted to 
counteract the power of sin, and destroy 
its effects. Sin brings death and destruc- 
tion. Salvation brings life and happiness. 
The sinner lives unholy and _ godless. 
Holiness and godliness is the state of the 
saved. 

In order that holiness and holy living 
might be introduced into this world, the 
Bible was inspired of God, and written 
by holy men. (2 Tim. 3:16, 17; 2 Pet. 1: 
21.) The gospel ministry in its various 
branches was divinely inaugurated for 
the promotion of holiness. (Eph. 4:11- 
13.) 

God is worshipped because He is holy. 
(Psa. 99:5, 9.) God is worshipped in the 
beauty of holiness, and only therein does 
He receive the glory due unto His name. 
(Psa. 96:9; 29:2.) Holiness of heart and 
life God commands over and over. (Lev. 
11:44; 19:2; 1 Pet. 1:15, 16.) (Without 
holiness we shall not see God in His 
beauty and glory. (Heb. 12:14.) It is 
only the pure in heart who shall see God.

ily, for a long time now I have felt that 
I would like to say something to you. I 


-wish that I could take a run in and meet 


you in your respective Sunday Schools, 
but this is impossible at present. I have 
been for some time now, thinking that 
many of our boys and girls in the U. S. 
A. would like to do some real missionary 
work. You are young yet, but I want to 
suggest a way that many of you can be 
real missionaries, and still be at home and 
in your own Sunday School and church. 


First, I want to tell you something of 
the Island on which I live and on which 
God has called me to work for Him. I 
am a Canadian by birth but have now 
been on the mission field for thirty-four 
years and am now here in the Island of 
Barbados. 

Barbados is a small island, the most 
easterly of a large group of islands in the 
Caribbean Sea, only 166 square miles in 
area, with a population of about 200,000. 
The chief industry is sugar and the sugar 
crop has been the largest this year of any 
year for a very long time, but the price 
of sugar is very low, thus wages are very 
small. Many people are not able to get any 
work at all and those who do get work 
on the sugar plantations only get from 
30c to 36c a day and many men have a 
wife and family to support and some 
room rent to pay, so you can see that the 
children of these parents have to go short 
of many things. A medical survey of the 
island about two years ago discovered 
that there are thousands of poor children 
being sent to school without necessary 
food, not because their parents willed 
this, but because they were too poor to do 
better, and the government had to take 
the matter up with the result that it has 
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to supply lunch for 20,000 poor children 
daily. 

Now your Sunday Schools are made up 
of these poor children. They have no 
pennies that they can give to help the 
Sunday School get quarterlies and song 
books, so they have to go without. Our 
churches are poor and many cannot sup- 
ply even quarterlies for the teachers, but 
they are bright little children and like 
to come to Sunday School and read just 
like you. Now what I want to suggest is 
this—many of you after you have fin- 
ished with your old quarterlies could col- 
lect them and send them here and we 
could use them in our Sunday Schools. and 
how happy your little brothers and sisters 
would be, and eternity alone can tell the 
good you can be in doing this. 

There are many villages that we could 
have Sunday Schools in if only we had 
or could get the money to rent or build 
rooms in which to gather the dear little 
children. Pray that God will open up the 
way and supply our needs. Help us in any 
way you can. 

May God bless you and help you to be 
workers together with Christ and your 
fellow missionaries in the islands of the 
sea.— J. B. Winter, assistant overseer.

they will put it into human hands just 
like themselves. 

The physicians, through study, may 
know a little more of the mechanism of 
the human body than the ordinary indi- 
vidual, but otherwise he is no more than 
any other human being. He cannot im- 
part life any more than you or I. Why 
not take our bodies to the Giver of life? 

What did Jesus say in John 10:28? 
“And I give unto them eternal life,” etc. 
Well, if you will agree*that He gives 
eternal life, the same Jesus said, “All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth,” Matt. 28:18. Unless we are will- 
ing to give ourselves over to Jesus and 
submit our wills to His will, He can’t 
manifest His power in us but if we will 


submit these bodies to Him He will surely 
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heal them. 

If your automobile motor gets out of 
fix, you don’t run to a druggist, a mil- 
liner, a barber or any apprentice or grad- 
uate of any line other than an auto me- 
chanic. All the others may know how to 
change a tire, put in oil and gas, fill 
the radiator, take over a wire where the 
insulation has worn off; they may know a 
few things about the auto, but when 
something serious happens you want to 
take your car to one who knows all the 
interiors and the delicate mechanism of 
an auto, one who possibly has dissembled 
and assembled many a motor and all 
makes of motors. Then why can’t we 
trust our bodies into the hands of the 
One who said, “Let us make man”? the 
One who knows every delicate part of 
the mechanism of the human body? the 
One who has assembled every kind of 
body, of every kindred and tribe, human, 
animal, and fowl? Psa. 100:3; John 1:3. 
Why then take these bodies to one who 
only knows them in part and who can- 
not give life? Let’s go to the Master who 
knows every nerve cell, every drop of 
blood, every fibre and tissue of this body. 
Oh glory, just to take Him at His Word! 
Praise God for His life-giving Word! 

If the president of the United States 
were to sign a proclamation and have it 
published in today’s issue of the leading 
newspapers stating that every individual 
who would lend the United States gov- 
ernment a specified amount for a period 
of thirty days would in return receive 
double amount for the use of their mon- 
ey, why what excitement and hastening 
around, selling possessions, borrowing, 
just doing many things to secure the spe- 
cified amount. They would take the 
president at his word. Many things could 
happen to cause his word to fail, but they 
don’t give that a thought. The public in 
general would believe anything an of- 
ficial or someone of high standing would 
say. In other words, They would believe a 
man and take him at his word. For in- 
stance, a member of your family is very 
ill, has a very high fever, becomes de- 
lirious. You call the physician; he ex- 
amines the patient; he tells you to have a 
certain prescription filled and give every 
drop of the medicine according to direc- 
tions and promises if you will do thus and 
thus the patient will pull through. You 
will take him at his word and do every- 
thing he tells you to do, believing the pa- 
tient will get well. You will take the 
physician (man) at his word but will not 
take God at His Word. God’s Word is 
steadfast, sure. Man’s word can be brok- 
en and fail. God’s never can. Still you 
will trust and lean upon the uncertainty 
of the human. 

Jesus said in John 5:40, “And ye will 
not come to me, that ye might have life.” 
People will look to every other source to 


sustain and prolong life, except the Giver 
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of life (spiritual and physical). Let’s not 
claim we are trusting the Lord for both 
soul and body unless we really are one 
hundred per cent trusting. Psa. 118:8, 9; 
40:4; 62:8, 9; 34:8; 146:3, also Jer. 17: 
5-7, especially the fifth and seventh 
verses, “Thus saith the Lord (not any 
man but the Lord); Cursed be the man 
that trusteth in man, and maketh flesh 
his arm, and whose heart departeth from 
the Lord. Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the Lord, and whose hope the Lord 
is.” We see here God pronounces a curse 
on those who will lean upon the arm of 
flesh (man) instead of God, likewise a 
blessing to those who will dare to “take 
God at His Word.” Which do you want 
from God? Church of God folk, saints 
of God everywhere who are not enjoying 
the full benefits of the promises of God, 
do you want to enjoy the blessings, or are 
you going to doubt around and dabble 
with this and that, then receive a curse 
for failing to “take Him at His Word”? 
Let’s be Bible Church of God folk and 
be a living example to the world. Let’s 
trust our lives in the hands of the only 
Giver of life. 

Right here I would like to give some 
of my experience in trusting the Lord for 
my healing. 

When six months of age my father 
died, leaving mother a young woman 
about the age of twenty with me to try 
to rear. She made a cotton crop that year, 
doing most of the work herself, including 
the plowing, while she left me sitting on 
the front porch in a horse collar, which 
I suppose took the place of a present day 
jumper or cradle. Anyway, I would 
wriggle out of it occasionally, crawl to 
the edge of the porch and fall off, then 
get chastised and put back. When I was 
the age of nine years mother died, leaving 
me and a three-day old half sister. Then 
mother’s mother, who was a widow, 
reared me. I was not reared in a Christian 
home. Sorry to say, I have heard mother 
and grandmother both curse but never 
heard either one pray. Due to various rea- 
sons I was forced to get out into the 
world to make my own living. My health 
broke when 1 was young due to doing 
practically a man’s work on the farm 
when I should have been permitted to 
take care of my body. I had an inconti- 
nent kidney ailment all my life, which 
developed cystitis and various other trou- 
bles at the age of seventeen. 

At the age of eighteen I had a com- 
plete breakdown of health and became 
unable to even wait upon myself, and 
oh, such suffering and pain that I did 
endure. Only Jesus knows how badly I 
suffered. Not knowing anything about 
Jesus or divine healing, I consented to 
a surgical operation, but grew worse. In 
about four months I had two more opera- 
tions. In about three months I had an- 
other. I went from an average weight of 
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around one hundred and fifteen to one 
hundred twenty-five, down to sixty-five 
pounds. I continued to suffer, oh so hard. 
Just took medicine, medicine, medicine 
and continued to suffer. I went back to 
the hospital for another operation. I suf- 
fered so much from the experimenting 
and examinations I endured. I knew I 
was too weak to stand an operation, so I 
signed my own release and went home. 
After strengthening up a little for about 
six months I went back to the hospital 
and was operated on again. 

From the time I was eighteen until I 
was twenty-four years of age I didn’t 
know what it was to be free of pain of 
some kind. Of course I didn’t suffer se- 
verely all the time, but I was in enough 
pain to know it. But one day someone 
came by my house and told me about di- 
vine healing. About six months later 
someone came by passing handbills of an 
evangelistic campaign going on in the 
city I was living in at the time. The 
evangelist prayed for the sick. I was tak- 
en to the meeting by a_ neighbor and 
about three nights after the first service 
I attended I was prayed for and God mi- 
raculously healed me of part of my af- 
flictions. Others began getting better. 
About three and a half years later I was 
born again and sanctified. Three nights 
later I received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost at home, not even knowing at that 
time what I had or how to name the ex- 
perience as I had never heard it preached 
nor read of it in the Bible. But oh, I knew 
it was so wonderful. 

I have been trusting God for both soul 
and .body ever since being born again. 
He has healed me many times in the 
nearly eleven years I have been completely 
trusting Him. When twelve years of age 
I joined a denominational church after 
being taught for a year or so that we were 
accountable for our sins at the age of 
twelve and if we died after reaching 
that age without belonging to a church 
we would go to torment. Of course I 
feared torment but didn’t know the love 
of God. Three of my cousins and I joined 
the church and we-e baptized, thinking 
we almost had wings and if we died we 
would go flopping them right into heav- 
en. (Parents, please be careful what you 
teach your children and allow them to be 
taught, for God will hold you responsi- 
ble at the judgment, for the false teach- 
ing you give them and allow them to at- 
tend here.) I went on in that kind of a 
delusion until, through my afflicted 
body, God was able to deal with my 
heart. But praise His sweet name, He res- 
cued me! Even though the Lord had so 
marvelously healed me of so many ail- 
ments and complications, there was one 
that lingered. I know not why. It was a 
frequent, incontinent kidney condition. 
It had been a lifetime weakness. I had 
fasted and prayed many times for deliv- 
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erance as it was quite a handicap to me 
since I have been in the ministry, and 
when I would pray for the afflictions of 
others Satan would point out my weak- 
ness to me and say to me, “You are not 
fit to pray for them when you have an 
ailment.” But I had been healed of so 
many different things I knew it was as 
real as life itself, so I could testify to 
what the Lord had done for me and I 
was trusting Him for complete victory 
and God has marvelously blessed my min- 
istry of healing. I have stood on the 
Word of God nearly eleven years, have 
been delivering the good tidings to others 
about eight years. Last winter the Lord 
instantly and completely delivered me of 
the incontinent condition. Praise His 
wonderful name! I told God many times 
when praying for deliverance in order 
that I might be able to do more for Him 
that with others I truly could say, 
“Though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in Him.” I was determined to trust God 
to the end, even if I never was healed of 
that one thing. He had healed me of so 
many different ailments that I could 
preach divine healing anyway. I want to 
first try the remedy then I can recom- 
mend it to others. 2 Tim. 2:6. 

Since I have had this good, old time, 
heaven-sent, blood-bought, Holy Ghost 
salvation I have never taken a bit of 
medicine in any form, rubbed on any nor 
smelled any for relief, but only called on 
Jesus when I was sick or hurt. I have been 
healed of chills and fever, ptomain poison, 
blood poison, uremic poison, flu, itch, 
colitis, sprains, wounds and various min- 
or troubles, even to corns on my feet, 
within the past eleven years since fully 
trusting the Lord with my body. Those 
just named didn’t include the troubles I 
had when I first came to the Lord, with 
the exception of a corn on my toe. You 
can readily see why I love the Lord and 
am determined to devote the remainder 
of my life to His service. About the time 
of my fourth operation five physicians 
gave me up to die. When I did pull 
through they didn’t think I could pos- 
sibly live six months longer. For the past 
eight months, with the exception of a 
three weeks’ attack of uremic poison, I 
have been in better health than in my 
entire previous life, and weigh about 115 
pounds. 

In 1937 at the General Assembly when 
Brother Walker gave that wonderful mis- 
sionary message and Brother Stark and 
others presented themselves for foreign 
service, I could hardly stay at my seat. 
It seemed as if the Lord would pull me 
right out of my seat almost, but knowing 
the physical handicap that incontinent 
condition would be to me, I didn’t go to 
to the platform, but I told the Lord right 
there if He would heal me of that trou- 
ble I would go anywhere for Him. Time 
went on. When I- received my healing I 
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didn’t think of my vow. But the day be- 
fore Easter when the report came out in 
the Evangel of Brother Stark’s death the 
Lord gave me this thought, “In earthly 
warfare if a soldier falls in battle, who is 
carrying the banner of his country, an- 
other will step up and take his place. How 
much more needful for a recruit for a 
soldier of the cross uplifting the blood- 
stained banner of King Jesus!” Then 
Easter Sunday morning the Lord spoke 
to me and said, “Are you still willing to 
go wherever I want you to, as you prom- 
ised me at the Assembly you would if I 
would heal you of that trouble?” I said, 
“Yes, Lord.” So He has been dealing with 
me and burdening me for the foreign 
fields since Easter Sunday. Saints every- 
where, please pray that God will have 
His way in my life and I will be a sub- 
missive instrument in His hands for the 
salvation of lost souls. I also wish to go 
tc Bible School and take a musical course 
to be better equipped for His service. 
Pray for Him to open the way for me to 
go if it be His will. Please pray that I'll 
be a real Bible Church of God minister 
and declare the Whole Word of God 
without fear or favor.
